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Physical Improvements - SDOT 

• SDOT has trimmed street trees and cleaned up excess vegetation to 
remove interference with street lighting and improve sightlines on 21 st 

• Repainting curbs and replacing signs on 21 st and Union to support to 
new load zone and make existing parking rules more legible 

• SDOT can support elimination of driveway near Union Market (on 21 st ) 
with a bike corral and support for community driven plantings 

oOften used by vehicles that pull up onto the sidewalk, creating a 
pinch point that drives pedestrians into the street 
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Physical Improvements - SDOT 

• Traffic data for 21 st btw Union and Marion does not 
support traffic calming 

o Higher recorded speeds south of Cherry 

o Potential to do another speed study to confirm 
previous results 

• SDOT is designing a crosswalk and flashing beacons for 
the east side of Union at 21 st 

o Construction is anticipated as early as fall 2019 

• SDOT can sponsor demonstration Play Streets and 
placemaking projects this summer 

• Load zone added in front of Union Market to help 
eliminate U-turns on 21 st
